IVIany  persons,  understanding  tbiit  the  mean  time  between  one 
new  Moon  and  anollier  is  20  days,  19  hours,  44  minutes  and  a  Crac- 
tion,  iutagtuK  that,  tn  find'  the  full  or  quarters  of  the  Moon,  ibry 
liRve  only  to  ai^d  a  half  or  fourth  part  of  that  tim«  ;  nnd  when  tbey 
d:>  not  find  IherhaiiKeM  mail(pd  in  IheChlendar  to  correspond  with  tbrs 
'nieihod,  thoy  imiiute  it  to  mi-tahle  In  the  ontealalinn  of  thi'Se  chan-

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen,  thai  the  nearer  to  midnight 
either  of  the  moon's  periniiical  chHnges,(i.  e.  within  two  hours  either 
bufore  or  after  it)  the  more  i«Jr  the  weather  is  in  summer,  while  the 
nearer  to  noon  tlrnt  the  changes  lake  place,  the  reveise  may  be  ei* 
pected.  Fair  weather  may  alio  follow  when  either  of  the  periodical 
rhanges  occur  during  the  afternoon  eix  huur«,  vis  from  four  to  ten  ; 
but  this  19  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  —The  moon's  entrance  du« 
ring  ail  the  hours  after  midnight,  eicept  the  two  first,  is  unfavourable 
to  iair  weather  The  like  may  nearly  b<f  observed  in  winter.  Every 
farmer  ought  to  preserve  a  copy  of  this  table,  and  carefully  to  regu* 
Ule  his  pursuits  by  its  indications.  Such  a  line  of  conduct  might  ma* 
.teriilly  promote  bis  comforts  and  his  interests,  while  iu  oo  case  could 
ii  dittuib  bis  prorpecis  or  destroy  his  hopes.

The  tables  tliecbairs,  we  closets^ 
ifc,  are  all  formed  of  crystal  The  walks  (he  ceiling^  and 
tlie  floors*  are  foripeicl  c^  pieces  of  plate  glass,  of  abou^  ait 
ineh  thick  and  six  feet  square,  to  nicely  united  by  a  cement^' 
wlMcb  is  aa  transparent  as  the^glass  itself,  that  this  most 
aubtile  water  cannot  penetrate*  There  is  but  one  door, 
which  shuts  so  closely^  that  it  is  as  impencf treble  to  ih« 
water  ae  the  teat  of  tllif<  stagnfar  baildi|ig.  A  Chineae  en> 
gineer  has  constructed  it  t^aas  a  certain  remedy  against 
the  insupportable  beat  of  the  climate.

1,1  would  have  been  far  better  for  some  not  to  have  spoken 
at  all,  than  speak  to  the  prejudice  ef  others.

The  wator  must  boil  wlien 
the  hops  are  put  in  Strain  ih<^  liquor,  and  then  thicken  it 
with  flour,  to  the  consistence  of  starch.  Let  it  stand  till  it 
is  about  milk  warm,  and  put  it  info  a  jar  large  enough  to 
allow  room  lor  it  to  rise  ;  then  add  about^  a  teacupiul  of 
,  yeiist  and  let  it  work. 

Topreserve  iU — ^^After  the  yeest  has  risen  sufficiently,  add 
as  Apch  meal  of  ii;Ai/e  Indian  corn  as  will  make  it  stiff 
enough  to  be  rolled  thin;  then,  immediateij,  and  before 
it  rises  a  second  titn«,  roll  it,  and  with  a  tea  cop  ur  wine 
glass,  cut  it  into  cakes,  and  dry  tlieni  in  the  shade,  in  an 
airy  room,  orin  any  ether  good  place.  Turn  thev  three 
or  four  times  in  the  d«y  :  after  they  are  quite  dry,  put  tliem 
into  a  basket,  or  hag,  and  keep  them  airetl  and  free  frem 
moisture.  One  of  these  cak<*s,  sonk«d  about  15  minutes 
tin  cold  water,  ^ill  be  sufficient  for  two  good  sized  loaves.

BOTANICAL  ANP  AGRICULTURAL  MEMORANDA. 

Insects  on  Trees.^-A  gentleman  in  Csaex,  Eng.  ha?in^  In 
hid  orchard  mniiy  old  worn  out  apple  trees  which  produced 
fruit  searce'y  larger  tlian  a  walnut,  last  winter  took  fretli* 
madn  lime  from  the  kiln,  8l;i<  ked  it  with  water^  and  \vell  dres- 
sed lh«»  frees  with  a  brush.  The  result  was,  that  the  insects- 
and  moss  Were  complelety  destroyed,  the  outer  tiud  f^lt 
o£F;  a  new,  smooth,  clear  oite  was  formed,  and  the  treeti, 
although  some  of  them  are  twenty  years  old,  b^venow  « 
no£i.  healthy  appearanoe«.  t§ 

Lambs. 

The  first  care  of  thtm  is  to  sec  whetber  they  mji  come 
at  the  teal ;  and  if  not  to  clip  away  the  wool  of  the  ewes 
which  hinders  them,  aiid  hUo  all  the  tags  of  wool  on  the 
vdders  of  the  ewes,  which  the  lambsare  iiuble  to  take  bold 
of  instead  of  the  teats. 

If  the  ewe  refuse  to- let  her  lamb  suck,  ffheand  her  lamb' 
shuuld  be  shut  up  together  In  a  close  place,  till  she  grow 
fond  of  him.  For  thi>t  purpose,  some  say  that  surprising 
a.she«p  with  o  dog  »vill  be  eifoctua'» 

Care  should  be  taken  to  ft'evVtheeWes  plentifully  aftiBr 
yeaning,  and  with  some  juicy  kind  of  food,  so  that  the 
iamhs  may  not  fail  in  hsiving  plenty  of  milk.  The  rams 
may  be  altered  at  any  titne  from  one  to  three  weeks  -old| 
if  they  appear  id  be  well  and  siron'^. 

They  should  H6t  he  weaned  till  they  are  six  weeks,  or 
two  moutlis  old.  At  this  ag<>  they  siioutd  be  taken  from 
the  ewes,  and  have  the  best  of  piisture  during  the  first  fort- 
night;  by  the  end  of  which  time  they  will  be  so  natura- 
lized to  living  wholly  upon  grass,  that  tbey  may  be  tamed 
into  a  poorer  pasture.  ? 

The  worst  woolod  lambs,  and  coloured  ones,  and  those 
tliat  are  smHll,  should  be  destined  to  the  knife,  and  ndc 
weaned  So  great  is  the  ne^d  of  increasifig  the  mahufac- 
tare  of  woollen  in  this  country,  that  I  must  eanie»tly  re* 
commend  it  to  the  farmers,  not  to  kill,  or  sell  for  killing, 
aoy  lamb,  till  it  is  near  half  a  year  old,  er  till  the  wool 
jMiiome  to  such  falnesff  of  growth,  as  te  be  valuable  for 
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•pinntnff.  To  kill  them  earlier  it  so  WHStfal  a  practice  as  t» 
be  iiiexcusiible. 

Tho«e  ewe  Iambi  which  are  kept  for  5tock,  should  not 
come  at  the  rams  :  For  if  they  have  hiiubs  at  a  year  old 
it  stbts  them  in  their  growth ;  and  they  huvo  so  little 
mi^k,  thatthuiir  iambs  die  for  want  of  nounslinieiit.  Orif 
they  chance  to  live,  they  will  be  apt  to  be  tihvays  small. 
Tills  practice  is  one  reason  why  our  breed  of  sheep  in  this 
country  is  so  poor. 

The  larvaet  Iambs  should  be  sheared  at  the  time  of  tlii 
new  moon  in  July.  Their  fleeces  will  yield  as  much  the 
ns^yeur,  and  the  wo»l  will  be  better,  and  as  cold  sforint 
raflly  happen  aitliat  time  of  the  year,  the  lambs  will  do 
better  without  their  fleeces  than  with  then?.

TO  DKSTROT  WOAIIS   ON  FRUIT  TREES.      , 

Take  a  half  inch  aaj|;er  or  bit  and  bore  to  the  centre  of 
•teirv  tree  ;  then  by  nieans  of  a  paper  tube,  All  the  hole 
with  Sulphur,  crowd  it  in  with  a  email  ramrod  j  then  cut 
out  a  grePit  limb  from  the  same  tree,  and  plug  the  hole. 
It  will  not  require  more  than  twotaMe  spoonlulls  of  sul- 
phur for  each  tree,  and  in  forty  eight  hours  the  worms  wilt 
leave  the  remotest  branclis.  This  process  will  also  be  be- 
nefisial  for  young  fruit  trees,  even  when  not  troubled  with 
worms.  It  reudert  them  more  thrifty  This  process  ha» 
been  found  infttUiable. 

FITTING    SW)NR. 

A  wrijer  says,  sour  food  is  the  most  grateful  and  aihnen- 
tvry  to  swine.  One  gallon  of  sour  wash  eoes  farther 
than  two  of  sweet. — Dry  rotten  wood  should  be  constantly 
iu  the  pens,  that  the  hogs  when  conflned  for  fatting)  may 
ciU.  it  at  pleasure.  Nature  points  out  this  absorbent  as  a  i  e« 
ti<edy,  or  prei^entive.  They  will  l^ave  their  food  to  de^ 
vour  the  rotten  wood  whe^  they  require  it.  1  have  not  lost 
a  fatting  hog  Cur  more  than  SO  yeass,  when  1  used  it,  hni 
have  suff«'red  greatly:  by  neglecting  it.  Some  of  my  neigh- 
hcHirs.met  with  frequent  losses  of  fatting  hogt,  till  i  iofot- 
med  them  of  my  practice ;  of  which  1  was  told  by  a  w  a- 
man  from  Kest-Jersy,  before  out  revolutionary  war.  Slit 
said,  it  was  then  known  «ad  {iracticed  there.  ^ 
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Tbewritrr  adds,  we  liave  three  blacksmitlis  io  ibtt 
town  ;  nod  my  hogs  eat  up  all  the  aihe»  or  cindcis  thoy 
make  ;  we  haul  iiUu  the  pens  by  cart  loads  ;  and  the  hogt 
will,  aK  you  ob^t^rveof  the  rotten  \vood,  devour  thit  at 
timet  with  more  avid.ty  than  tlietr  orOinary  food.
